A SENATOR SENTENCED. 


A Former French Newspaper Pro- 
prietor Guilty of Corruption. 

MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

PARIS, Oct. 20.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
Senator Edmund Magnir, formerly pro- 
prietor of the Evenement, who has 
been found guilty of corruption in con-’ 
nection with the administration of the 
South of France Railway Company, has 
been sentenced to a year’s imprison- 
ment. 


As a result of an accusation made by 
M. Rouanet, in the French Chamber cf 
Deputies some time ago, in which he 
declared that M. Edmund Magnir, Sen- 
ator of the Var and then editor-in-chief 
and proprietor of the Evenement, had 
received f.87,500 as part of the profits of 
the syndicate organized by the late 
Baron Reinach, the notorious Panama 
lobbyist, and that there was . over- 
whelming evidence that he had also 
been corrupted in connection with the 
administration of the South of Frafiee 
Railway, with numbers of other Sen- 
ators and deputies, an investigation 
was obtained and M. Magnir retired 
from the Evenement. He subsequently 
disappeared from Paris, but on October 
1 he surrendered to the authorities.

BATTLED TO THE DEATH, 


TOWN MARSHAL BENTON KILLED 
AT GOLDFIELD. 


A Saloon-keeper and His Pal Make 


Demand for a Confiscated Re- 
volwer and a Fight Ensues— 
Three Wounded Men. 


(MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.‘ 

DENVER, Oct. 20.—A special to the 
News from Cripple Creek Colo., says 
that Town Marshal Dan Benton of 
Goldfield was instantly killed this aft- 
ernoon and Frank Smith, Andy Coyle 
and Frank Stephens seriously wounded 
in a spirited battle in the little town 
of Goldfield, at the foot Bull Hill, in 
which revolvers, shotguns and rifles 
were called into play. 

A month ago trouble was caused -by 
the confiscation of a revolver by a po- 
lice officer. The weapon was the prop- 
erty of Frank®Smith, a saloonkeeper, 
who demanded that it be returned to 
him. Today he and a friend named 
Cook, both heavily armed, again pre- 
sented the claim to Marshal Benton, 
who refused to give the revolver up. 
The Marshal and Deputy Burt re- 
treated to a cabin for the purpose of 
arranging their arms. Smith and Cook 
stationed themselves about a hundred 
feet from the door and awaited the re- 
appearance of the officers. 

The Marshay and his deputy each 
stepped out with a revolver in hand. 
Benton called to the two men to throw 
up their hands, and, as they did not 
comply, began firing. The battle was 
short, though desperate, and the four 
men kept firing rapidly for several min- 
utes. Soon Marshal Benton fell dead 
with a bullet through his heart, and 
Smith went to the ground with two 
bad wounds. A yell of pain came from 
Frank Stevens, a bystander, one of his 
arms being almost torn from his body. 
Andy Coyle had taken the part of the 
officers. A bullet hit his thigh. Cook 
and Smith are in custody. The battle 
caused great excitement over the hills.

CHICAGO, Oct. 20.—Armed with a 
Winchester rifle and a revolver, a mad 
man defied the police for hours today 
at No. 35, Woodland Park, in one of 
the most aristocratic residence districts 
of the city. Barricaded and locked in 
a second-story room commanding a 
complete view of the park, the lunatic 
splintered doors, shattered windows 
and tore holes in the plaster of the 
room with bullets from his rifle, while 
he shouted defiance to the police and 
others attracted to the scene. 

The insane man was G. 8. Merwin of 
the firm of Rogers, Brown & Co., pig- 
iron dealers. After seventeen hours of 
effort the police strategy surprised and 
overcame the madman. Although he 
had fired 140 shots from his rifle and 
revolver, Merwin injured no one, but 
@ number of people had narrow es- 
capes. 

After every other attempt to capture 
the insane man before he should kill 
some one or injure himself had failed, 
sulphur was burned in the furnace. All 
the registers were closed excepting the 
one in the room occupied by Merwin. 
In an hour after the sulphur fire was 
started Merwin, partly overcome by the 
fumes, laid down on his bed and was 
secured with but feeble resistance. 

The aristocratic circle of Woodland 
Park was greatly excited in the morn- 
ing when it became known that Merwin 
had suddenly gone mad, driven his 
wife in terror from their home, d was 
roaming through the house armed with 
the revolver and rifle. Woodland Park 
is fringed with elegant residences, oc- 
cupled by families of wealth and cul- 
ture, and the park unds makes a 
beautiful lawn for who live within 
the inclosure.

When Merwin returnéd home early in 
the evening he complained of a pain in 
his head. As the evening wore on his 
headache grew worse. He applied such 
remedies as were at hand, but they did 
mot relieve him, and in the middle of 
the night the suddenly sprang from his 
bed and’ seizing his rifle, chased his 
wife to the kitchen. Throwing up a 
window the terrified woman leaped to 
the ground, ten feet below, and ran to 
the residence of Abraham Baldwin. 


were sent to the Merwin residence. 
When they tried to enter through a 
rear window several shots were fired 
at them, while the insane man yelled 
at them, calling them burglars and 
saying he would kill the first man com- 
ing up the steps. Friends of Merwin 
were sent for, and tried to reason with 
him, but it was useless. 

He fired shots at the neighboring 
houses, breaking windows and caus- 
ing the inmates to take refuge in the 
rear rooms. One or two persons pass- 
ing by were fired at, but Merwin’s aim 
was bad, and they escaped with a bad 
scare. The police obtained chloro- 
form and squirted it into the room 
with a syringe through the keyhole, 
but Merwin was shrewd enough to 
thrown up the windows. Finally at 
about 4 o’clock this afternoon sulphur 
was burned as related. 

The unfortunate man was dressed 
and taken to the detention hospital. 
Merwin is 35 years of age. Three 
years ago while in the iron range in 
the Tennessee Mountains Mérwin was 
kicked in the head by a horse, and to 
the consequent brain injury his pres- 
ent condition is ascribed. He w 
married a year and a half ago to 
prominent young lady of New Haven. 
He is a member of the Union League 
and several other clubs. x 


The Russian Minister Enters a Pro- 
test Aguinst Mal-administration. 
MPGULAR ASSOCIATED PRES® REPORT.) 
YOKOHAMA, Oct. 20.—(By Asiatic 

Cable.) Newspaper advices received 

from Seoul say the Korean government 

confirms the news of the Queen's death. 

It is reported that the Russian Minister 

has protested against the maladminis- 

tration of state affairs in Korea by the 

Tai Won Kun, the father of the King, 

and has demanded that the King should 

administer affairs. It is believed that 
of the protest is ignored, an ultimatum 
will follow. 

The Nichi Shimbun says that the Jap- 
anese Minister, Miura, and the officials 
of the Japanese Legation are indicated 
as the principal fomentors of the dis- 
turbance, the Japanese soldiers having 
acted on Minister Miura’ orders, against 
the views of the Japanese advisers to 
the Korean government, who declared 
that Minister Miura’s action would 
lead to serious international complica- 
tions. Orders have been given. that 
over forty Japanese residents of Seoul 
should be deported. 

A Tokio journal, the Asaki, says that 
Minister Miura and the Japanese of- 
ficials are returning to Japan under an 
escort of soldiers. The foreign repre- 
sentatives at Seoul are stated to have 
demanded protection for their respec- 
tive legations. All of them agree in de- 
nouncing the Japanese as the murderers 
of the Queen. , 
INSTIGATORS OF THE MURDER. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—A World dis- 
patch from Tokio, Japan, seys that 
Lieut.-Gen. Miura, the deposed Minis- 
ter to Korea, and a few attaches of the 
Japanese legation at Seoul, instigated 
the plot to kill the Korean Queen, it is 
now believed. Probably she was as- 
sassinated by Japanese hi. under 
the direct orders of the Tal Won Kun. 
The Imperial Cabinet here is .resolved 
to punish the guilty regardless of rank. 
Meanwhile the efforts of certain dip- 
lomats to implicate Japan in the affair 
continue, although the goVernment at 
Tokio was kept utterly ignorant of it 
for several days by the craftiness of 
Gen. Miura.

Labor Leaders in Doubt as to the

JOHN SHERMAN’S BOOK. 


EDITORIALLY REVIEWED BY THE 
CINCINNATI ENQUIRER. 


History Cannot be Written Like a 
Campaign Document—His Pen 
Picture of Garfield a Faithful 
One—Sonie Independent Views. 


MBDGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

CINCINNATI, Oct. 20.—The Enquirer. 
editorially says that the Enquirer pre- 
sented yesterday enough about the new 
book by Senator John Sherman to in- 
dicate that it is probably the most val- 
uable contribution to the political his- 
tory of this country published for a 
generation. Sherman has always been 
but history cannot be 
written like a campaign document, and 
this historian cannot expect to escape’ 
harsh feelings and perhaps severe criti- 
cism if he writes of the times in which 
he acted himself. a 

Mr. Sherman speaks in high terms of 
the personality and eloquence of Gar- 
field, but says he was a man lacking 
in will power, and changed his opinions 
easily. This is a faithful picture, ex- 
pressed in terms of reserve. Mr. Sher- 
man might have gone farther and only 
reflected the views o poraneous 
Republican politicians who had agsso- 
ciation with the martyr President, and 
said that while Garfield was a good 
stumper and to act in legisia- 
tive bodtes under direction and res- 
traint, he was unfit for leadership. 

The statment in this new chapter in 
political history that Garfield, in mak- 
ing up his Cabinet, was guided by 
James G. Blaine in his resolve not to 
retain Sherman as Secretary of the 
Treasury, is another significant remin- 
der. It was tke opinion of many ex- 
perienced and thoughtful men that 
Blaine would run the Garfield admin- 
istration. The assassin’s bullet cut off 
a stormy administration in all prob- 
ability. When so distinguished a 
statesman as John Sherman takes these 
matters up, it is fairly within the 
province of current journalism to say 
that had Garfield survived his position 
as President of the United States, he 
would have been almost pitiable unless 
his friends had risen and brought an 
irresistible pressure to bear to oust 
Blaine from the Cabinet. Garfield was 
always taken care of by his friends in 
politics. He was looked upon as a val- 
uable factor in party work, whose in- 
tellect and eloquence should not be al- 
lowed to go to waste, but he was 
searcely in any sense a leader.

The President of the United 
States who undertakes to run every- 
thing in person is usually the most con- 
spicuous as a failure. 

The position of Secretary of the 
Treasury would have been an ideal one 
for Mr. Sherman under Grant. as it 
was under Hayes. Indeed, it is well 
understood that Mr. Sherman would re- 
volt against Cabinet service under such 
dominating men as Harrison and Cleve- 
land. He would exercise, in fact, the 
independent power which Congress con- 
fers on the Secretary of the Treasury, 
or resign in self-respect. -

CHICAGO, Oct. 20.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The Times-Herald's Washing- 
ton correspondent sends the following: 

“Developments today show great anx- 
lety existing in administration circles 
over the state of the Venezuelan dis- 
pute with Great Britain. It is appar- 
ent that apprehension exists in the 
minds of the President and his advisers 
that the British policy is one of aggres- 
siveness and determination, The ulti- 
matum which Salisbury has sent to 
Venezuela is the latest disturbing fac- 
tor in the situation. According to the 
reports from London, this ultimatum 
demands of Venezuela reparation for 
the arrest and detention of the British 
police at Uruan, in the disputed terri- 
tory, and an inspired statement in a 
London newspaper says that Salisbury 
and Chamberlain are agreed that Vene- 
zuéla must, if necessary, ‘be brought to 
terms by methods which are most ef- 
fective in dealing with South American 
republics.. The meaning of this, of 
course, is indemnity at the cannon’s 
mouth. 

“If the United States permits Great 
Britain to pursue this method of col- 
lecting indemnity for an offense grow- 
ing out of the very claims of Venezucla 
which this country is on record in Sec- 
retary Olney’s dispatch as upholding, 
what is'to become of the Monroe duc- 
trine? Salisbury’s tactics, as under- 
stood in Washington, are to press mat- 
ters hot and fast with Venezuela, It is 
well understood that Great Britain 
wishes to evade the Monroe-doctrine 
issue altogether, and it is believed to 
be Salisbury’s shrewd plan to stir up 
new complications with Venezuela 
which may cloud the situatfon. 

“Tt is obvious to the members of the 
Washington government that the game 
of statecraft is being skillfully played 
at London. Salisbury is assuming that 
Great Britain’s quarrel is wholly with 
Caracas and that Washington has 
nothing to do with it. By forcing mat- 
ters with Venezuela; he may produce a 
condition of affairs which will greatly 
embarrass the United States in assum- 


pute.” 
LONDON EDITORIALS.

BATTLESHIP INDIANA. 


Capt. Evans Says She its the Finest 
of Her Class. 

(EG ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

. PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 2.—The U.S. 
S. Indiana, which left Boston Friday 
night, arrived at her dock at Cramp’s 
shipyard at 5 o'clock this afternoon.

“THE FALSE DERBY.” 


TRUE BUT ROMANTIC HISTORY oF 
THE BLUE RIBBON. 


The Worst Job on Record—Lord 
George Bentinck and His Great 
Services to the Turf as a Detec- 
tive of Swindlers. 


The most. picturesque figure in the 
entire thhistory of the British turf, from 
its inception down to the present writ- 
ing, was Lord George Cavendish Lben- 
tinck, uncle to the present Duke of 
Portiand. Heir to vast estates and 
having no financtal care to devolve 
upon him, he became the head and 
front of the gentlemen class of racing 
men at a very early age. Tali and com- 
manding of figure, he was every inch 
the patrician he looked to be. 

Up te 1840 his successes were compar- 
atively limited, but in that year he 
was the successful man of the entire 
lot. In 1836 he had bought a mare by 
Octavian, the St. Leger winner of 1810, 
and she was then.in foal to Priam. She 
produced a filly upon which Lord 
George bestowed the appellation of 
Crucifix. 
filly, but with very light forelegs. 
Hence sage old heads predicted that her 
career would be brief if brilliant. She 
won all her two-year-old engagements 
and, not being entered in the Derby, 
was the all-winter favorite for the One 
Thovsand Guineas and Oaks, both be- 
ing races exclusively for the gentler 
sex. In the One Thousand she went 
out and beat Rosa Bianca and Spangle 
as if they had been tied to a post, and 
in the Two Thousand Guineas, a race 
open ‘to both sexes, she started at odds 
of 11 to 8 against Confederate (55 to 1) 
and Angelo (9 to 1) and beat them as 
easily as she had vanquished the mares 


two days previously. The Derby was 
won by a 25 to 1 shot, Little Wonder, 
by Muley, who beat the favorite, 
Lancelot (brother to Touchstone,) after 
a fine race, Discord being third. The 
Oaks was run two days after the Derby 
and Crucifix started at 7 to 1 on, beat- 
ing Welfare and Telata as easily as 
she liked. This brought her up a fa- 
vorite for the St.-Leger to be run at 
Doncaster in September, but the great 
filly’s forelegs had begun to grow 
“queer” and John Kent, the trainer, be- 
came satisfied she would never face 
the starters on the Town Moor. 


Lord George sent out his trusty com- 
missioner, Harry Hill, to lay against 
the mare. He put heavy commissions 
in three shops against her, which real- 
ized a handsome sum of money, as the 
mare. broke down altogether. The race 
was won by Lord Westminster's Lance- 
lot, with Maroon second and Gibraltar 
third. Crucifix was relegated to the 
breeding paddocks, where she produced 
Surplice, who won the Derby and St. 
Leger of 1848, and. would have beaten 
Flatcatcher for the Two Thousand had 
he been ridden properly. She also pro- 
duced Chesterfield, who got that great 
cup purse. The Hero, who won the 
Dorcaster and Goodwood cups, two Em- 
peror of Russia’s cups at Ascot and the 
Queen’s Gold Vase. Her third foal was 
Cowl, by Bay Middleton, who is to be 
found in the pedigree of Hermit; and 
Surplice will be found in that of Prince 
Charlic, sire of Salvator. 


Lord George's victories with Crucifix 
had hit the ring very hard, for while 
the odds were very short, his enormous 
wealth enabled him to-bet heavily on 
her and reap large sums of money. 
Among those book-makers who  suf- 
fered the worst were two Hebrews 
named Samuel Gideon and David Sam- 
uels, both of whom were unscrupolous 
rogues. They “had it in” for Bentinck 
and the public generally, and set to 
work to incubate a conspiracy that has 
known no parallel in the history of the 
turf from that hour to this. 


It was to get two good undersized 
five-year-olds, capable of going a mile 
and a half at a high rate over the hilly 
Derby course and horses without mark- 
ings. As the Derby was a race at that 
time in which colts carried 119 pounds 
(they carry 122 pounds now,) any really 
good five-year-old ought to be able to 
beat a three-year-old at even weights. 
The horses chosen by them were Zanoni 
by Gladiator, five years, the dummy 
for which was a colt called Leander, 
claimed to be by Mulatto; and Macca- 
beus by Gladiator (second in Bay Mid- 


being ,.Running Rein by The. Saddler 
and his dam by Capsicum. These two 
worthies laid all sorts of odds against 
every other horse in the race, but the 
two named as Leander and Running 
Rein and “held them out” altogether. 
They also backed these two horses to 
win for large amounts, so that it did 
not make any ‘great difference to them 
which of the two carried off the blue 
ribbon at Epsom. 

The first thing that attracted the at- 
tention of Marry Hill, Lord George's 
fidus Achates in betting matters was 
that these two bookmakers were laying 
liberal odds against the five best .two- 
year-olds of the previous year, to-wit, 
Gen. Peel’s Orlando, by Touchstone; the 
Princess, by Slave; the Cure, by Physi- 
cian; Ionian, by Ion, and Col. Anson’s 
Bay Momus. On the other hand they 
declared themselves ‘book full” against 
Leander and Running Rein, neither of 
which had done any good work in their 
training nor performed in 1843. Lord 
George authorized Harry Hill to em- 
ploy several touts, and they finally 
tracked Samuels to an obscure ‘training 
groundinChestershire,whereasolid bay 
horse, unknown to the touts, did a tre- 
mendous gallop with 130 pounds and 
finished well in hand. This satisfied 
Lord George that the horse in question 
was to represent either Running Rein 
or Leander and he at once notified the 
stewards of the Jockey Club to watch 
the latter on the day of the race. 

. The day came, and a larger concourse 

had never, up to that time, been seen 
on Epsom Downs. The conspirators, 
never once dreaming that they were 
being closely watched, were the first 
ones to reach the track and at once be- 
gan laying whatever they could against 
The Ugly Buck (who had won the 2000 
guineas already and who, by the way, 
figures in the breeding of the justly fa- 
mous California stallion Brutus,) Or- 
lando, Ionian, The Cure, Joe Lovell, 
Ionian and all the cracks of the current 
season. Every time they laid a bet 
against any of these, they had a man 
post off to some other bookmaker and 
back either Leander or Running Rein 
for enough money to cover it. 

The hour of the race finally arrived 
and twenty-nine starters took . their 
place at the starting post. Lord George 
Bentinck had no horse in the race, his 
only nomination being lame. Barring 
the success of the fraud, he had every 
confidence in Gen. Peel‘s Orlando and 
Ionian and had backed the former. at 
50 and the latter at 200 to 1. The flag

Derby course, long since fallen into dis- 
use. It is the same distance 45s the 
present one, but lay over harder ground 
to negotiate, the hills befng more severe. 
représents the start, which is 
downhill, and requires a strong-shoul- 
dered horse. The figure “1 represents 
the foot of the hill. “B” is at the end 
of six furlongs. The figure “2” repre- 
sents the beginning of the uphill home- 
stretch, a finish almost unparalieled for 
severity. “C" is Tattenham course, 
whence the run is a pry one home, 
the winning post being at “D.” : 

Ionian, Gray Momus and The Ugly 
Buck were in close attendance on Lean- 
der as he swung around the turn past 
“B." when suddenly two other horses 
flashed to the front. These were Or- 
lando and Running Rein. Young John 
Day was on the Two Thousand winner, 
but Sam Mann on Running Rein and 
Nat Flatman on Orlando had _ soon 
passed him*and Ionian and were about 
to collar Leander, when he fell and 
broke his leg as he rounded Tattenham 
corner. On came Running Rein in the 
lead. with the game son of Touchstone 
at his hip. Cheers rent the air of “Or- 
lando,.” “Orlando wins; “no, it's Run- 
ning Rein,” and the judge hoisted the 
number of Running Rein, Orlando and 
Ionian, im the order named. No sooner 
had he done so than Lord George Ben- 
trick lodged a protest that the horse 
which had passed the winning post first 
was not Running Rein, but a five-year- 
old horse, the name of which was to 
him unknown. 

The stewards were hesitating over it, 
because Bentinck could not tell what 
horse the “double” really was, when in 
cagne the committee appointed to watch 
Leander. His owners had shot him at 
the head of the stretch, where he fell, 
and no sooner had this been done, than 
the committee examined him and found 
him ‘to be five years old. This set the 
stewards to thinking, and they hoisted 
a flag which meant decision reserved. 
Meanwhile, where was Running Rein? 

The-real horse of that name was not 
in England on the day of the race, hav- 
ing been shipped to Germany as Mac- 
cabeus, on the day previous. But noth- 
ing could be found of the horse that 
ran out first. Epsom, Newmarket and 
even London all were searched for 
him but without avail. The owners 
claimed they had sold him to go to 
France on the night of the race, and 
as he had shown 1M pounds on the 
scales, they claimed the stakes and the 
bets. Old Gen. Peel would have given 
it up but for Bentinck, who swore that 
the whole thing was a fraud, and he

The morning of June 1, 1844, opened 
bright and fair as a boy rode astrongly- 
made bay horse, with long body and 
short legs, through the little town of 
Yattendon in the west riding of York- 
shire. Calling for a glass of beer, he 
asked the potboy at the Grove Inn how 
far it was to Melton Mowbray.

But he lives about 
four miles from here, down a lane 
about a mile up the ‘igh road. There's 
a liven-thuck oak at the corner of the 
lane.”’ 

Five days later Gentinck’s detectives’ 
had traced a bay horse without white 
as far as Yattendon. No trace of his 
having reached Melton Mowbray could 
be had, and a “black sheep’’ named 
Billy Sturk, had been seen about New- 
market, who reported having returned 
from Yorkshire recently, so Bentinck 
concluded he was the lad who had rid- 
den the horse away from London. As 
no such lad or horse had arrived at 
Melton Mowbray, and as the Yattendon 
potboy reported the horse to be low in 
flesh like a horse in training, Bentinck 
was satisfied that Winter knew what 
became of the horse. His detectives 
sent a man out there to hire him to 
train some cocks for a man: and as 
a sequel, Winter was well plied with 
liquor, and put to bed drunk. No 
sooner was he under the covers, than a 
search was made for newly-opened 
ground, and a mound was found less 
than a hundred yards from the house. 
They dug down and found a decaying 
horse with his head cut off! This sat- 
isfied them they were on the right 
track,.but how were they to get at the 
head ard where was it anyhow? 

The detective whom they had sent 
out to arrange for the cocking main in- 
vited Winter to go down to the Grove 
Inn and stay all night with him. Win- 
ter looked at him stolidly and then said: 
“What for?-I've got a good bed o’ my 
own, and I never’ll'stay another night 
out of my hown ‘ouse.”’ That night the 
detective wrote to Scotland Yard that. 
to the best of his belief, the horse’s head 
was buried under the floor of Matthew 
Winter's house. 

It was nearly eight months before the | 
true state of things could be reached, 
and Lord George had spent over £4900 
in trying to complete the chain of. evi- 
dence against the two rascally book- 
makers. Still no decision had yet been 
reached in the case, and the vwners cf 
Running Rein were clamoring for their 
money. The subject matter had be*n. 
brought up in the House of Lords and 
a bill had passed that body to make it 
a penitentiary offense for a man to run 
a horse below his true age or under a 
new name without giving his old name. 
The detectives took advantage of this 
and frightened Billy Sturk into a con- 
fession, for the tgnorant lad did not 
know that post facto laws had no value 
in any case prior to their enactment— 
After his confession William was given 
a ticket to America and £60 in money. 

It was nearly ten months after the 
race before Matthew Winter could be 
got out of his house after dark. They 
had a great badger-baiting match at 
Melton Mowbray in February, and he 
couldn’t stay away from it. No sooner 
had he left his house than two men ¢n- 
tered it with false keys, tore up the 
floor in two places and found the head 
buried in a box.

Peel that day, and he generously cffered 
to: reimburse Lord George Bentinck for 
his outlay. That peerless peer refused 
to touch a perny for it, saying that he 
had merely contended for a principle 


He added: “If you had been let alone, 
Peel, those blackguards would have 
gotten away with their booty.” 

The two discomfited rogues were 
for life, and could not 
even come upon the race courses as. 
spectators. They went over to France, 
where one located at Calais, and the 
other at-Bowogne, and thus managed 
to eke out a miserable existence by 


betting with a few British tourists who 


did not know them. As they had col- 
lected all they won on other horses they 
had considerable money. But they 
pald out nothing on Orlando, or they 
would have been wholly ruified. Both 
of them are long since. 

The brave and noble Bentinck won 
the Derby and St. Leger of 198, with 
Surplice; and, having realized the sum- 
mit of his ambition, retired from the 
turf. Entering Parliament he became 
Minister of State for the Colonies. One 
morning, while out for a walk at Wel- 
beck Albbev. he. was taken with a con- 
gestive chill and fell down amid some 
shrubbe It was nearly 5 p.m. when 
he was found, and then he had heen 
dead some hours. The English turf- 
men may well say: 

“He was a man. Take him for all in all, 
We shall not look upon his like again.”

MORMON CONFERENCE. 


HOW TANNER FIXED A SLATE AND 
ELECTED OFFICERS. 


Charch Leaders Rise to Remark a 
Few Things and Tell How Every- 
thing is Coming Their Way—No 
One Else Will be in It. 


When Parley T. Wright, president of ' 


the Southern California conference of 
the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter 
Day Saints, opened the hall at No. 245 
South Main street, yesterday afternoon 
at 2 o'clock, there was a hush of awe 
and apprehension in the faces of the 
twelve men, eleven women and nine 
children in his audience. That was be- 
fore the speaker “spoke.” With pon- 
derous deliberation Mr. Tanner, who is 
known as “elder” by his conferees, an- 
nounced that they were met to “get to- 
gether the saints of this part of the 
Lord's vineyard.” When this bugle-call 
had rolled off Mr. Tanner's capable 
tongue, everyone looked as if he ex- 
pected the roof to open and the an- 
nointed aggregations to ascend right up 
into the regions of the blest where the 
front seats are reserved for Mormons. 
But the ascension-wire was out of or- 
der, and the regular business was pro- 
ceeded with. 

Henry 8. Tanner of San Francisco, 
president of the church's mission in 
California, was introduced by Mr. 
Wright, and he said that Mr. Wright 
had been suggested for president, and 
M. H. Thomas for clerk of the San Ber- 
nardino, San Diego and Los Angeles 
conference of the church, and asked 
if there was any objection. The speaker 
ordered any who objected to throw up 
his hands, but, as no one dared to lift 
a finger in the presence of one who had 
a “cinch” on retribution and everlast- 
ing felicity, Mr. Wright and Mr.

He 
said, among other things: “I know this 
church is the kingdom of God and I 
know Joseph Smith was the prophet of 
God. He revealed more truth than the 
whole religious world then knew. He 
revealed the true order of marriage, 
marriage through all eternity. I was 
married in the Church of England. The 
words used were ‘till death do you part.’ 
It was too short and I traveled 6000 
miles to Utah to get the right kind of 
a marriage.” 

Mrs. P. T. Wright and Miss Ethel 
Graham sang “O, My Father, Thou 
That Dwellest.”’ 
Elder W. N. Woodlawn looked over 
the audience in a benevolent way 
through his spectacles and informed 
the people that “God has men upon 
earth with whom He communicates. 
We want you to investigate what we 
claim in a spirit of fairness.” 


Elder John R. Smith, who has at- 
tended to the Los Angeles work of the 
church, spoke earnestly, but looked 
sleepy and tired. He was quite positive 
that “God has given us all His bless- 
ings. Nothing in the way of truth has | 
been withheld from us. We have been 
‘boyed,’ and we will be ‘boyed,’ the 
same from this on, as we have been in 
the future, no, past, I mean.” Mr. 
Smith became so ‘boyed’ at this point 
that his figures of speech got all tan- 
gled up, and reeled out of his brain-pan 
in ludicrous confusion. “When I see

OPENING SERVICE OF THE 
CHURCH OF THE NAZARENE. 


Christ the Infallibie Head of Chris- 
tian Church—The Gospel a 
Guide-book. 


The Kingdom of God is Within You— 
Influence of Lives for Good 
or for Bvil. 


An Historic Fact That Christ Came 
into the World to Save Sinners— 
Gospel Meeting—Rest and 
Unrest—Religious Notes. 


The new “Chureh of the Navarene” 
was 0 yesterday with a mem- 
bership of eighty-two, and the opening 
service was held in the hall at No, 317 
South Main street, the present home 
of the new church, which is devoted to 
city mission work.’ 

The morning service was taken by 
Dr. Widney, who preached from 
Christ's words‘to Peter in Matthew iv, 
19: “Follow Me.” The sermon gave a 


picture of the hard, toiling life of Peter 


and the change which this call brought 
to him. The after portion of the dis- 
course was especially devoted to an 
explanation of the new movement, its 
plans and its object. 

In speaking of the meaning of the 
command, “Follow Me,” the speaker 
gaid: “Notice that Christ does not 
say: Accept the creed which I frame. 
Observe the church forms or rituals I 
devise, or, join the church which I 
found. He only said, ‘Follow Me.’ It 
was as though He had said, ‘Come, live 
My life with Me.’ What does it mean? 
It means that Christianity is not a 
creed; not an ecciesiasticism; not a 
ritual; but a life. ' 

“Christ had no church edifice for 

His service; gave no forms save a 
simple prayer that a child may repeat; 
framed no formal creed. The nearest 
to a creed was when he was asked, 
‘Master, which is 
ment in the law?’ e : 
'“ “Thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart, and with all thy 
soul, and with all thy mind.” And the 
second is like unto it, ‘‘Thou shalt love 
thy neighbor as thyself. On these two 
commandments hang all the law and 
the prophets.’ 
_ “Add to these, as comment and com- 
‘pletion, the Christ life, for Christ him- 
self says that He came not to destroy 
the law, but to fulfill, and you have 
the essence of Christianity, the re- 
ligion which Christ came to live, and to 
bequeath to the world. It is this simple 
Christ life which the world hungers for, 
and which gives birth to the cry that 
goes up from all lands, ‘We are tired 
of forms and creeds. Let us go back to 
Christ.’ It is this Christ life which 
leads Tolstoil to abandon position, so- 
cial. standing, wealth, and to go back 
to his Russian village to take up with 
his people the toiling life of a peasant. 
And it is this Christ life which we are 
to take out with us, and teach and live, 
in this — mission work which is our 
chosen field. 

«““Yet the question has been asked, 
‘Why not do this work under present 
church lines. with their machinery, in- 
stead of forming a new organization 
for it? The question contains its own 
answer, It-is-beeause of the ma- 
chinery. Somehow the churches are 
failing to hold the hearts of our cities 
and are steadily retreating from the 
field. The f is so apparent that it is 
@-matter of public discussion in the 
church pepers. Why is it so? We can 
hardly Admit it is the fault of their 
teachings. We can only hold that in 
some way the defect must lie in the 
methods, the machinery. With this 
fact staring us in the face it was not 
deemed wise to take the machinery and 
the methods which have already been 
tested, and found in some way to be in- 
adequate to the work, which is under- 
taken in no spirit of rivalry. 

“The name, the Church of the Naza- 
rene, seemed especially to express the 
‘toiling, lowly mission of Christ, the 
name which He used of Himself, the 
name which was used in derision of 
Him by His enemies, the name which 
above all others links Him to the great 
toiling, struggling, sorrowing heart of 
the world. It is Jesus, Jesus of Naza- 
reth, to whom the world in its misery 
and despair turns that it may have 
hope. 


FIRST CONGREGATIONAL. 
Rev. Dr. Day chose for both theme 
and text, these words found in a clause 
of ‘the fifteenth verse of the first chap- 
ter of the second Epistle of Peter. 


“after my decease.” “In the early 
morning,” said the speaker, “down by 
the sea of Galilee, seven shivering fish- 
ermen, after a rough night on the wa- 
ter, join in a breakfast of bread and 
boiled fish. Jesus of Nazareth had met 
them in the gray mists of the morn. 
ing, and in this last meal, prepared by 
His own hands, shown them once more 
that ‘the Son of Man came .not_to be 
ministered unto, but to minister,’ In 
the conversation which followed,' Peter 
was given a glimpse of his future, and 
the manner of his death. Peter, now 
an old man, realizes he 1s nearing the 
experience foreshadowed, but his con- 
cern is not about his death, or the 
manner of it, but for what should have 
place and importance after he is gone. 
As we Study this short clause, there is 
both a tender and a quickening sugges- 
tiveness in it, we are brought from the 
thought to the thinker, and, with him. 
to a deeper thought. 

“Here is a soyl looking at himself, 
aware that he is somebody, somewhere, 
moving some whither. Usually we are 
only partly conscious of self, and the 
more profound our action, the less is 
there of self-consciousness—it is lost 
in the fervor and sweep of the action. 
A man stands In.a great presence when 
he is face to face with himself.” 

Here its a soul fully aware of his own 
earthly ending, for him there is to be a 
vast transition, a sweep across a chasm 
too immense to be comprehended, we 
call it death. For Peter, it meant that 
.-his throbbing, sentient existence, in its 
present form, was to stop, to come to 
itself in some other condition. With 
what calmness he contemplates the 
fact! no with indifference, but in the 
confidence of faith in the keeping of 
Christ in whatever awaited him in the 
mystery of death. His thought pro- 
jected itself farther, he looked on what 
might be after his decease. 

“Here is a soul, surveying this world, 
with himself left out. Peter was not 
used to being left out; since peing in 
Christ’s training school, he had not 
been left out, but now he is quietly an- 
ticipating the time, when, for him, 
‘there shall be no place, no voice, no 
part in any plan. This is not an easy 
thing for us to do, to anticipate a day, 
not far away, when some other one 
will occupy our home, enter upon ‘our 
business and possess our belongings 
with no thought of us, after our de- 
cease. 

“Meanings depend upon the lips that 
speak the words, ‘after my decease,’ 
like, ‘after me the deluge,’ or ‘after me, 
let the world care for itself,’ might be 
the language of indifference or bitter- 
ness. ~-But he who has taken on Christ 
is large enough to be solicitous for hu- 
man welfare, when he is gone. It is a 
mighty thought that we are to have 
place in the influences and benefac- 
tions of the world, when we are gone 
out of it. 

‘The deceased sit on more thrones 
and wield more sceptres than the liv- 
ing. 
“As thinkers and reformers and bene- 

ors come to their"tompleteness only 


Paul believed it to be true is evidenced 
by his life-long adherence to its great 
doctrines. What more reasonable than 
that God would create man in His own 
image? That He would reveal Himaelif 
to man when created? That He would 
follow Him with His redemption law 
even when he had rebelled against His 
law? That He would reveal Himself to 
man ina way that would be comprehen- 
sible ahd acceptable to man’? All these 
conditions are met with in the story of 
Christ's love to man, as recorded in the 
gospels. That men have always be- 
lieved in Christ’s divine nature and 
mission is ample proof of the credibility 
of Christianity. 

“Furthermore, Christ's mission in the 
world is not only credible, but is worthy 
of all acceptation. A system that en- 
lightens, uplifts, ennobles, purifies, 
saves the race,is surely worthy of man’s 
acceptance. Christianity is designed 
to lead men from the darkness of sin 
to the righteousness of God, to release 
men from the captivity of Satan and 
bring them into glorious fellowship 
with Christ.”

SOCIATION. 

The study of the international Sun- 
day-school lesson one week in advance 
was begun yesterday afternoon. This 
work is designed to aid Sunday-schoo!l 
teachers in preparation of the lesson for 
the following Sunday, and also for all 
young women not in Bible class else- 
where. The general secretary led the 
opening study of the lesson and Dr. 
Kate C, Moody gave a very suggestive 
blackboard outline. The gospel meet- 
ing later was addressed by Mrs. L. A. 
Ross upon the topic “Rest and Un- 
rest.” Jesus came to a nation who were 
groaning under burdens laid upon them 
by ceremonial laws, by the aristocracy, 
and by the Roman government. He 
saw the political unrest of the world, 
and that its origin was in the individual 
unrest. He said “Come unto Me, all ye 
that are weary and heavy laden, and I 
will give you rest.” “My yoke is easy 
and my burden is light.” Jesus’ re- 
straints are light. Right desires make 
light burdens and an easy yoke. One 
great cause of unrest was found to be 
sensitiveness. The cure for sensitive- 
ness is simply to keep covered. “Put 
on the whole armor of God, that ye may 
be able to stand against the wiles of the 
devil,” Ephesians vi, 11. We are a bat- 
tleground between God and Satan. 
Such sensitiveness is a manifestation of 
self life. If that which happens around 
us affects us directly, and not as a 
thing coming from, or lovingly  per- 
mitted by God for our education, it is 
self-evident that He is not between us 
and that which so affects us; we are not 
armed, or not fully armed with the ar- 
mor of God. Let us be glad to let God 
have His way with us and know that 
the unrest of our hearts will give way 
to the “peace that passeth understand- 
ing.” After an earnest prayer service, 
the meeting closed with a song. 

SIMPSON TABERNACLE. 

The morning service at ‘Simpson 
Tabernacle was largely attended.

I say thus, those who frequent 
the theater are not mentally or spirit- 
ually in a condition to help in the spir- 
itual work of the church in helping to 
save the world for Christ. 
* “To such the line of demarcation be- 
tween the church and the world is ob- 
literated. The great men of this nation 
and of other nations of the present and 
the past, are and have been men who 
dared to do right because it was right. 
I want to say to the young men and the 
young women of my congregation—!I 
wish I could say it to the young people 
of the whole world—put your foot down 
upon what is wrong and stand firm 
upon what you know to,be right with a 
self-denial which is unyielding to sin 
or wrong.”’

| FIRST METHODIST. 

The usual large congregation was 
present at the First Methodist Episco- 
pal Church yesterday morning.

“We may define, 
estimate, preach from it and about it,” 
he said, “but, as to whether any one 
has gotten its true meaning is not cer- 
tain. Wespeak of great men, and mean 
by that elements of greatness in them. 
When we talk about the kingdom of 
God in the heart, about spiritual relig- 
ion, we mean that religion has had a 
transforming power, working out in 
our lives. Great are the possibilities of 
the kingdom of God within you! Men 
try to locate the kingdom of God, make 
it an object of vision, and cry, ‘Lo, here, 
and lo, there,’ but alj such efforts have 
failed. The kingdom of God is within 
you. It permeates every power of your 
being, every faculty, all of your sensi- 
bilities, your sympathies, all elements 
of the soul. In your littleness or your 
greatness, the kingdom of God Is in all. 
When Jesus uttered these words, He 
meant by them that the kingdom of 
God took possession of the entire man. 
We must bring it down to the individ- 
ual. Not by joining the church are you 
in the kingdom; when you find a per- 
son has righteousness, joy, peace, that 
person has the kingdom in him. 

“The New Testament speaks of the 
unity of Christians under the influence 
of the Holy Spirit, but does not destroy 
individuality. Each man represents 
the kingdom of God. Truth, love, right- 
eousness are incarnated in the man. 
This kingdom is not of the flesh, not by 
nature. A spiritual kingdom ig in us. 
Jesus illustrated, exemplified it, mani- 
fested it by the infinite spirit that 
dwelt within him. 

“You must get into the trend of the 
child-life if you would have the king- 
dom of God to dwell in you. Not 
through physica] faculties, but through 
spiritual qualities, we receive the king- 
dom of God, The soul must be recep- 
tive, willing, obedient, child-like, in or- 
der to possess this kingdom. 

“The parable of the leaven in the 
meal is an illustration. It works till 
all is leavened, loses itself in the meal. 
So the kingdom of God must work in 
us till it permeates the whole man.

UNITY. 

Yesterday morning, the pastor, J. 8S. 
Thomson, preached a sermon in answer 
to the question, ‘‘Who is the infallible 
Head of the Christian church?” He took 
for his text these words: “One is your 
master, even Christ; and all ye are 
brethren’’—Matthew xxiii, 8. 

According to those words only Christ 
is the head of His church. No other 
head is ever mentioned. “He is to re- 
main the head till the end of the world. 
“IT am with you always, even unto the 
end of the world.” He has not surren- 
dered this place to any one. If Christ 
had intended to appoint an infallible 
head to His church, he surely had abil- 
ity enough to make His intention so 
plain that there could be no argument 
about it.. He has not so stated His in- 
tention;. and, therefore, it lacks the 
authority of His direct command. 

The organization of the Roman 
church is the most perfect and powerful 
organization in existence. Even its 
enemies have to acknowledge this, and 
all men admire its grandeur. It was or- 
iginally copied from the constitution of 
the Roman empire. It has been devel- 
oped with the experiences of many cen- 
turies. But it clearly in- opposition 
to the plain teaching of Christ, for He 
said: ‘Ye know that the princes of the 
Gentiles exercise dominion over them, 
and they that are great exercise author- 
ity upon them; but it shall not be so 
among you.” He certainly referred to 
the methods of the Roman government, 
for that was the universal government 
of that time. Christ's gospel, then,.re- 
pudiates secular government as a copy 
of government for His church, and this 
settles the matter forever. To any one 
that studies the New Testament and 
the early history of the church, it will 
be seen that the Jewish synagogue was 
copied by Paul and the other apostles 
in founding Christian societies, and 
modern Congregationalism is the rep- 
resentative of the, synagogue. The 
dogma of the infallibility of the Pope 
was adopted in July, 1870, and this 
proves that the Roman church existed 
without it for centuries, and it would 
be stronger without it today. 

The gospel plainly states the essential 
of salvation. It is both our textbook 
and guidebook, It sometimes needs an 
interpreter, and that interpreter is the 
Holy Spirit. If any man will study the 
gospel with heart, soul, mind and 
strength, and qualify himself to re- 
ceive the inspiration of the spirit, with- 
out prejudice, he will most certainly 
find out what the will of God is. Christ, 
promised the Comforter, but He never 
promised the Pope. We owe the ancient 
church more than we can ever realize. 
God has committed much to its charge, 
but, like all human organizations, it has 
some faults. . While we point out its 
errors, we must never cease to be grate- 
ful to it for its self-sacrifice and good 
work. ~ 

FIRST CHRISTIAN. 

Rev. A. C. Smither preached to a good 
audience last evening from the text 
“This is a faithful saying and worthy 
of all acceptation, that Christ Jesus 
came fnto the world to save sinners.” 
§ Timothy, i, 15. “This,” said the 
speaker, “isone of the most pregnant 
passages in the word of God. A very 
simple analysis of it shows its riches. 
It declares, first of all, a great historic 
fact, that Christ Jesus came into the 
world. No fact in all history is. more 
clearly substantiated than that Jesus 
lived and influenced men more than 
eighteen hundred years ago. This even 
infidels concede. His coming into the 
world was voluntary. No coercion was 
used to bring Christ to the relief of the 
fallen and ruined sons of men. He was 
moved by’ sympathy for the race and 
prepared for it the way of salvation. 
This voluntary sacrifice of Christ is a 
charming feature of the Christian sys- 
tem. ‘The fact of His coming into the 
world indicates His pre-existence; that 
He had being before the worlds were 
formed. He knew not creation, because 
He was from the beginning With God 
and was God manifest in the flesh. In 
this He was differentiated from all crea- 
tures, in that He was uncreated and be- 
came incarnate that man might be won 
to God. Furthermore, this xt de- 
clares the great purpose for which 
Christ came into the world—‘to save 
sinners.’ No fact in all history is more 
apparent than’ that men sinners. 
The evidence of this is manifold. It ts, 
therefore, evident that men need salva- 
tion from the love, the practice, the 
power and results of sin. It is most 
evident to any student of Christianity 
that Christ does save men from the love 
and practice of sin, even in this life, as 
the. fistory of Christian missions will 
amply attest.

The Illinois Mining Company has fif- 
teen men at work in their mines at 
Placeritas, near Prescott, Ariz. The 
lumber for the buildings is on the 
ground, and the machinery for the mill 
is at the Kirkland Valley Railroad de- 


A. J. Doran has a gang of men work- 
ing for him at the Model mine, near 
Prescott, Ariz., under a contract with 
New Orleans residents, who have a 
bond on the mine. 

W. A. Clark, superintendent of the 
Planet-Saturn Company, is pushing 
work on the claims owned by the com- 
pany near Prescott, Ariz., and 4s takin 
out good ore. He is sacking up an 
shipping ore which will run from $125 
to $250 to the ton. 

Nine men are at work on the Poland- 
Hamilton mine on Big Bug, near Pres- 
cott, Ariz. A tunnel is being run to tap 
the workings of the old Belle mine, 
which is owned by the same persons 
who own the Poland-Hamilton. The 
mine is showing up good ore, which is 
being piled up on the dump. 

At a depth of 550 feet the Little Jes- 
sie mine, near Prescott, Ariz., has ae- 
veloped quite a supply of water, and 
John 8. Jones has just completed a pipe 
line to the mill for utflizing it. This 
supply of water will prove of great ben- 
efit to him during dry seasons, and it is 
thought that it will afford him an am- 
ple supply for his mill. 

Prescott (Ariz.) people say that W. H. 
Harlan will soon become knéwn as 
Yavapai’s bonanza. mill man. He is 
now operating two small mills and is 
engaged in building a third one. One 
of the mills he is operating in the old 
Clark & Adams mill, on Groom Creek. 
The other is located in Crook Canyon. 
The former is kept busy on custom ore, 
while the latter is being supplied with 
ore from the old Crook mine. Messrs. 
Owen and John Stull are interested 
with him in the Crook Canyon mill, 
and they obtain their water supply 
from the mine. The ore from the mine 
is free milling and rather high grade. 
Mr. Harlan’s third mill will be located 
on Groom Creek, and will be run on 
custom ore. Although .not yet com- 
pleted, he has already contracts for 
1500 tons of ore for it. Mr. Harlan says 
that next summer he intends to put up 
@ small reduction plant in connection 
with his mills, and instead of being 
compelled to ship concentrates, will 
smelt them here. 

White Hills chloriders have shipped 
100 tons of very fich silver ore in the 
past thirty days from Kingman, Ariz. 

A rich strike has been made in J. 8. 
Wither’s Lookout mine south of King- 
man, Ariz. The rock runs twenty-five 
ounces to the ton. 

Charles E. Sherman has discovered 
a vein of rich silver ore near the Lucky 
Boy mine, not far from Kingman, Ariz., 
and is now engaged in getting out 
shipping ore. 

J. L. Nelson is working on a gold 
claim near the Ed Wright place, south- 
east of Truxton, Ariz. It is said he 
has a good showing. 

W. H. Cooper has leased the Prince 
George mine, Stockton Hill, Ariz., from 
William Larkin and Thomas McMahon. 
The mine has been a wonderful pro- 
ducer of silver ore. 

Ross Blakely took to Kingman, Ariz., 

a twelve-ounce bar of bullion from the 
Blakely mill at Cerbat last Thursday. 
The bullion is worth about $12 an 
ounce in gold. 
- John Smithline was in Kingman, 
Ariz., last week with four tons of ore 
from the Lucky Boy, mine, which he 
sold to the Arizona sampler. Mr. 
Smithline says he has one of the best 
bodies of ore in his property that can 
be found anywhere in the county. 

Owing to bad air in the stopes of 
Carter & Miller’s gold mine, near 
Hackberry, Ariz., things are running 
along slowly at the mill. Air connec- 
tions will be made in a short time, and 
then there will be a good-sized boom 
in that locality: The mine is one of 
the best gold properties in the county, 
and the owners are intelligent and in- 
dustrious miners. 

The water in the C.0.D. mine, near 
Kingman, Ariz., has been pumped out 
below the 250-foot level, and a sump is 
being cut in one of the drifts for the 
storage of water. 

The Arizona sampler at Kingman, 
Ariz., last week worked four tons of ore 
for John Smithline, from the Lucky 
Boy, three tons for Dick & Garrett, 
Green Linnet and three tons for Codl- 
idge & Davis from the Primarosa. 

The Fool’s Gulch property, near Phoe- 
nix, Ariz., recently sold to Eastern cap- 
italists for $40,000, is giving great prom- 
ise under development. A boarding- 
house and other buildings are bein 
erected, and if the prophecies of ol 
miners prove true, it will be a large 
camp before long. 

The following is the estimated return 
for the month of August of the Harqua 
Hala Gold Mining Company (Limited,) 
of Phoenix, Ariz: Crushed during the 
month, 360 tons; estimated value of gold 
produced, $4150; additional and final 
clean-up of mill, $4300; treatment of 
tailings, 2872 tons, yielding $6400; mis- 
cellaneous revenue, $3000; total, $15,300.

PASADENA BREVITIES. 


The report of J. D. Graham, super- 
vising principal of the Pasadena Public 
echools, shows that during the month 
ending October 18, the average number 
belonging to the schools was 1829, and 
that 1854 were enrolled, 876 being boys, 
and 958 girls. The percentage of at- 
tendance was 98, and the whole num- 
ber of tardineases was 234. There is 
1 visit recorded, of a trustee, 59 of the 
superintendent; 98 of ‘patrons, 37 of 
teachers,.and 37 of other persons, mak- 
ing total number of Visits of 235, 
which speaks well for the interest man- 
ifested in our public-school system. The 
teachers are of the opinion, however, 
that if more parents would visit the 
schools it would be better all round. 
There has been a gain of 247 pupils over 
the lowest total enrollment last year, 
and the period when the largest toial 
enrcliment: can be expected, has not 
yet arrived. 

Judge Magee, one of the bank exam- 
iners whose tribulations over the fail- 
ure of the Merced institution have been 
set forth at length in the papers, has 
returned to Pasadena, and makes a 
statement of his connection with that 
affair. He says the bank went into 
liquidation in September, 1894, and 
closed its doors, and that, as far as he 
is concerned, he never had an opportu- 
nity to examine the affairs of the bank 
while it was open for business. He as- 
serts that September 10 of this year he 
first became aware of the condition of 
the bank, and the reason that he did 
not then report it to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral was because of the absence -of 
some of the other commissioners, 
whose presence was of course neces- 
sary in order to make the report unan- 
imous,. as that is the requirement of the 
law in such cases. ; 

At the Council meeting Monday aft- 
ernoon decisive action will probably be 
taken on the matter of advertising the 
Lowe electric-road franchise.

The spraying is said 
to be very effective in destroying the 
scale, and the expense is more than 
saved by labor in washing the smut 
from the fruit when picked.

ANA VALLEY. 


A Quiet Wedding at the Brunswick

Manicipal Business That Will be 
Tranencted Today. 


‘The Building Committee will report to 
the City Council today, approving the 
plans for the new city jail, as altered by 
Superintendent of Buildings Strange. 
The City Clerk will be instructed to ad-- 
vertise for bids upon the plans and 
specifications prepared.

BUDD’S VISIT. 


HE WILL COMBINE BUSINESS WITH 
PLEASURE HERE. 


The Charges of Mismanagement in 
the Agriculteral Association 
Which the Governor is to Inves- 
tigate—A Statement by an ex- 
Stockholder. 


The Times of yesterday contained a 
telegraphic dispatch from San Fran- 
cisco, 
nounced to be planning a visit to Los 
Angeles, the main purpose of his pro- 


j posed excursion being the investiga- 


tion of charges of mismanagement 
preferred against persons connected 
with the Agricultural District Asso- 
ciation in this part of the State. Gov. 
Budd, so it was said, refused to divulge 
the nature of the charges which he ex- 
pected to look into. ‘ 

A former stockholder of the associa- 
tion, now a prominent city official, was 
seen by a Times reporter yesterday 
and questioned regarding the affairs 
of the association. The story related 
by this ex-stockholder is interesting, 
and undoubtedly true in its salient par- 
ticulars. It appears that a number of 
the stockholders of the association be- 
came tired of the way in which the 
affairs of the district were managed or 
mismanaged, and about a year ago 
concocted a scheme worthy of a Wall- 
street Napoleon of finance. As is 
well known, the management of these 
district associations is vested in a 
board of directors appointed by the 
Governor of the State. The stockhold- 
ers of the concern, before the time re- 
ferred to, had no voice in the manage- 
ment of the association. These stock- 
holders, who are spoken of as embryo 
financiers, quietly agreed to buy the 
major portion of the stock, and, after 
carrying out this procedure and accom- 
plishing satisfactorily the results 
sought, secured the passage of a legis- 
lative enactment by which the stock- 
holders, and not the board of directors, 
were given the management of the as- 
sociation. Since this occurred there 
has been a steady fight between cer- 
tain of the stockholders and the old 
board of directors on the issues in- 
volved in the control of the associa- 
tion's affairs. 

It is now alleged that the directors 
are guilty of having misappropriated 
certain funds, obtained from a meeting 
of some sort last winter at the Agricul- 
tural Park, which funds should have 
been divided among the stockholders. 
The directors are accused of having 
pocketed this money without making a 
proper account of its disposition. 

It is this internal warfare which Gov. 
Budd will endeavor to settle while he 
is in attendance at the races this week. 
The secretary of the association, M. F. 
Brown, refused to say anything in ref- 
erence to the matter, when questioned 
yesterday. He assured the reporter 
who visited him that the entire affair 
would be amicably adjusted in the near 
future, and the less publicity given the 
matter the better it would be for all 
parties concerned.

HOW WE GET SUNBURNED. 


The Process by Which the Sun Tans 
the Skin. 


The stimulus of the sun’s direct rays 
and that arising from the friction of 
the fresh air causes increased activity 
in the capillaries supplying the surface 
with blood. When this stimulus is con- 
tinued for any considerable time these 
vessels become gorged, and minute por- 
tions of the blood force their way into 
the layer immediately under the epider- 
mis, or outer skin. It is the presence 
of the red corpuscles of blood which 
gives the ruddy flesh tint seen through 
the outer skin. At the same time the 
sweat glands and oil glands, whose 
function it is to lubricate the surface 
and keep it moist and cool, become ex- 
hausted by over stimulus; the outer 
skin gets hard and dry, and soon begins 
to peel off; in the familiar way,. taking 
the minute particles of extravasated 
blood along with it. Direct sunlight 
also has a darkening effect upon the 
actual coloring pigments of the skin, 
but this action is distinct from actual 
tanning, and manifests itself in the 
form of freckles. The permanent 
bronze or ruddiness of complexion seen 
in sailors and travelers in hot coun- 
tries is the result of a long-continued 
combination of the two prucesses.
